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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Merrimack: 
GENTLEMEN : 


It gives me pleasure to submit herewith my ninth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools, and to it I have 
attached reports from the headmaster and domestic arts 
teacher at McGaw and from your school nurse. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The present membership of your schools is as follows: 
McGaw, 57; Reed’s Ferry, 35; Merrimack, 69; Thornton’s 
Perry, 30; Noid)! 19s sNou 6, Sis: Now i7y ale Nig) Liga 
total, 237. This is larger than the average membership 
has been in any of the past nine years. Starting with 1920 
the average membership of all your schools including 
McGaw has been successively, 192, 221, 198, 234, 234, 220, 
203, 214, 237, the last number being the present member- 
ship. The average membership of your elementary schools 
per school is 22, which is too small a number for an eco- 
nomic administration, but unfortunately the range in mem- 
bership is from 8 at No. 6 to 38 at Thornton’s Ferry. The 
first number is rather small for an interesting school and the 
latter too large for a one room mixed school. 

If No. 6 were closed and the pupils transported you would 
then have an average school population of 25. It is barely 
possible that some plan could be devised, embracing the 
closing of No. 6 and the deflecting of attendance from some 
of the other schools, by which the load could be removed 
from the crowded schools and even up to some extent the 
inequality in-numbers in the schools. | 
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TEACHERS 


Merrimack was fortunate again this year in having but 
one change in its teaching force in the elementary schools. 
Miss McLain has been succeeded in the Reed’s Ferry school 
by Miss Morris, a Keene Normal graduate, who is doing 
very creditable work and is well received by the community. 
At McGaw Normal Institute, Mr. Hall refused reelection 
and Mr. Sandberg asked to be released at the beginniny 
of the school year, leaving Miss Wakely as the only teacher 
with experience in that institution. 

Mr. Hall had been headmaster at McGaw for five years 
and during that time the Institute had served its purpose 
as a secondary school for the town of Merrimack in a very 
satisfactory manner. Though the number of graduates 
was small, a large per cent of them continued their studies 
in more advanced institutions and many of them have done 
well, 

Mr. Sandberg was with us for eight years and proved a 
very worthy public servant. He was an erudite linguist, 
gloried in his work, and was always anxious for the ad- 
vancement of his classes. Both he and Mr. Hall have left 
many friends behind them and but few, if any, who would 
speak of them but in commendatory terms as teachers and 
as citizens. 

Their places have been filled by Mr. Gunn of N. H. U. 
and Miss Bradshaw of Wheaton, both college graduates and 
teachers of experience. A new broom sweeps clean but 
sometimes kicks up considerable dust in so doing. Head- 
master Gunn in taking the helm realized that the demands 
of our more advanced institutions have been, and are con- 
stantly becoming, more drastic. A generation ago normal 
schools and colleges were actually advertising with the hope 
of attracting more students. Today, because of the crowded 
condition of these institutions, entrance requirements have 
become much more discriminating and it would almost seem 
that bars are being put up and plans concocted for elim- 
inating the surplus clamoring for admission. It has re- 
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sulted that if a boy or girl wishes to enter and stay in one 
of these institutions, he or she must be better prepared by a 
more thorough academic attainment and a better training — 
in habits of study, punctuality and school behavior. 

Besides this, Mr. Gunn realized that the requirements of 
the State Board of Education are not decreasing and that 
the school must attain a fixed record both for attendance 
and punctuality to meet the demands for approval, and that 
approval is absolutely essential for the very life of the 
school. In his efforts in bringing about these reforms, 
Headmaster Gunn should receive the most hearty cooper- 
ation of all the parents. The present day is a time when we 
cannot drift and succeed, to say nothing of getting ahead. 
This is as true in the administration of schools as it is in 
any other activity. 


TUITION PUPILS 


In state aided towns it makes very slight if any difference 
in the tax burden whether the school district receives tui- 
tion payments or pays them out. In the former instance, 
the amount received for tuitions is deducted from the state 
aid, and in the latter it is added to it. Nor does it make 
any difference with the state to which of the towns it pays 
the tuition charges. Such being the case, children should 
always be allowed to attend the most convenient school 
regardless of town lines. This applies to pupils in the ele- 
mentary schools only as there is no state aid for the sup- 
port of secondary schools. 


REPORT CARDS 


I wish to call the attention of the parents once more to 
the report cards. The sole purpose of these cards is to 
notify the parents of the teacher’s estimate of the progress, 
which registers in actual achievement, being made by the 
pupil from period to period. In order that the marks may 
carry a real message to the parents, the five point scale 
which has been found by administrators of school systems 
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to be the most indicative and convenient, has been adopted. 
In this system A & B practically denote the work of the 
first third of the average class, C the middle third, D & F 
that of the lowest third. A denotes the work of the ex- 
ceptional child and F that of the one who will probably 
have to repeat. All this is indicated on the cards, yet com- 
plaints are frequent, too frequent, from parents who are 
grieved because their children, whom they rate as only 
average students, do not have a majority of A’s and B’s 
on their reports. Our teachers are instructed and warned 
that they must tell the truth on these cards, and the truth 
will invariably bring complaints just as long as nature en- 
dows the parents with prejudice for her own. I am pleased 
to report that it is my conviction that our teachers are 
scrupulously careful in this matter.

The Physics class has organized a society for the ad- 
vancement of science and learning and we are all looking 
forward with enthusiasm to the prospects that will come 
to the school through the concerted action of such a group. 

We are planning on supporting a baseball team during 
the Spring term.
